Early Monday morning the town of Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn. stood decked in bunting for its big- 
gest day—"Miss Jean” was coming home. She 
was bringing with her an illustrious husband 
named MacArthur, who was being lionized by 
the rest of the U.S. but whom Murfreesboro 
ever laid eyes on. In Murfreesboro Miss 
Jean herself was more important anyway. She 
was a Faircloth, and in Murfreesboro the Fair- 
cloths were Quality. Her grandfather had once 
defended the town in the bloody battle at Stones 
River, and her great-grandfather had been its 
mayor. For 34 years she had lived in the pil- 
lared mansion on East Lytle Street, and as a 
pretty, gay and wealthy girl she knew most of 
the town’s important people. She was a Daugh- 


ter of the Confederacy and a D.A.R. and it was 
her 1dth wedding anniversary to boot. Mur- 
freesboro determined to give her a big blowout. 

Miss Jean's day started the moment she 
stepped from the Bataan. The town, which had 
exhausted itself with preparations (pp. 28, 29), 
surrounded her with flowers. Her name was big- 
ger than the general's on the welcome posters. 
For the first time in any of the U.S. parades she 
gotachance to ridein the lead car.

A WILL 10 WIM 


A will to win is a wonderful thing to have in a fight. If you 
don’t have it, as everyone knows from common experience, 
you are likely to get your ears beat off. 

As everyone also knows or ought to know, a will to win 
is precisely what has been lacking lately in this country. 
The fashion is to say that it has been lacking in Washing- 
ton, in the State Department, in the Pentagon, at the White 
House—and among the other countries of the free alliance. 
But the lack goes a lot deeper and has been a lot closer to 
home than that. Right down to the roots of our country, 
among the peosle of the U.S., there has been a prevailing 
Jack of a will to win the biggest fight that has ever engage 
mankind. 

Americans and their government have had the will to do 
many things. To “fight Communism.” To “resist aggres- 
sion.” To “prevent war.” To join with other nations in what 
the President recently called the “high principle” of col- 
lective security. But the actions, policies and purposes ex- 
pressed in these and similar phrases have not added up to a 
will to win the struggle with the Communist enemy, wheth- 
er in Korea or in the world at large. On the contrary they 
more often than not have been avenues of escape from the 
very thought of having to win. 

Now all that is changing. A will to win—to win the bat- 
tle in Korea; and to win the world struggle, in its several 
forms—-is unmistakably shaping up in this country. It i: 
shaping up slowly, with all ike thought, the care, the h 
tations called for by the burdens and the risks involved. But 
the time is near when a will to overcome the Communist 
enemy and win the world struggle may fairly be said to be 
the manifest will of America. 


“Our main enemy” 


This growth of national purpos ring in a very 
American way. A vast amount of noise accompanies it, caus- 
ing some concern at home and much trepidation around the 
world. At such times faith and perception are needed—the 
kind of faith that assumes a healthy and fruitful outcome; 
and the perception to note and heed certain signs and char- 
acteristics of American debate which in the current instance 
point to a beneficial outcome. 

One such sign is the emergence of individuals who have 
come to be symbols of a particular idea. Hitherto incoherent 
and perhaps unvoiced needs and purposes crystallize around 
them. Opposing views and instincts erystalli: st them. 
‘The result, for a time, is lent and seemingly destructive 

sphisticates deplore the 
whole process, forgetting that the symbols can be effective 
only if they represent some trend that is real and strong in 


The foremost symbol of a will to win is General MacAr- 
thur. At the moment, and by his own doing, he is essentially 
the symbol of a will to win the shooting wars. When he tes- 

tified in Washington last week, the shooting war on his mind 

was the one in Korea. With brilliance and passion, he in- 
sisted that this war can be won and must be won. He chose 
to duck some other points in a fashion which at times seemed 
very weak and unconvincing, and his enemies no doubt will 
make the most of the defects. But he carried the day on 
is inclu- 
roughout the world” 
is “our main enemy”’; that “the total power of Communism 
throughout the world” must be diminished and eventually 
defeated; and that any objective short of the decisive defeat 
of the present enemy in Korea can mean nothing but a v 
tory and an increase of strength for “Communism through- 
out the world.” 

General MacArthur showed, among other things, what 
a will to win can do for clarity of mind. Billed as a man of 


many, many other points. His biggest peint of all—hi 
sive point—was that “Communism t 


inclusive and dangerous certainty about everything under 
the sun, he turned out to have only two certainties—that 
world Communism is the main enemy, and that the U.S. 
ought to win its fights once it gets into them. He refused to 
be certain that the Soviet Union is the main enemy (“I said 
that Communism throughout the world was our main en- 
”). He refused to be certain that the Soviet Union is hell- 
bent on a general war (so far as he could see, the Soviet Un- 
ion’s own forces are mainly on the defensive). He refused to 
be certain that the Kremlin is the seat and center of enemy 
power (“How would I know?”). He refused to be certain that 
facing the fact of war with Communist China necessarily 
entails the overthrow of the Chinese Communist govern- 
ment (“Our purpose . . . is to force China to . . . stop killing 
our boys in Korea”). He refused to be certain that after a 
year or two of building up our forces we will be better able 
to deal with Soviet power nee we are now (How can we know, 
he asked with the wallop of common sense, that the Soviet 
Union isn’t building up faster than we are?). 


A vision of victory 


He refused, above all, to be certain that some of the most 
respected clichés of the day mean anything. 

“Resisting aggression,” for instance. General MacArthur 
said right out that he did not know what it meant, and 
abruptly suggested that “resisting aggression” means noth- 
ing unless the purpose is to defeat the aggressor, 

Asked whether he believed in “collective security,” he did 
not reply with automatic piety that he did. Instead he twice 
asked his badgering questioner, Senator MeMahon, “What 
do you mean by collective security?” Senator McMahon 
meant “a military alliance to keep the peace.” Merely by 
ing the question, General Ma‘ Arthur left the revolution- 
ary impression that “collective security’’ may just possibly 
mean nothing at all—until and unless it means a collective 
effort to overcome the common enemy. 

As General MacArthur knows better than most, the deci- 
sive conflict and the decisive victory may be won by the side 
which is at its best in the nonshooting, or cold, war. So far 
he has chosen to let others bespeak and symbolize the will 
to win that kind of war. In this respect, a perfect counter- 
point to General MacArthur is provided by Paul Hoffman. 
His war—the war he understands, prefers and hopes to make 
the only war—is the cold war. He has just written a book 
about it, wishfully mistitling it Peace Can Be Won (Double- 
day, New York; $2.50). More than any other American in 
public life, Paul Hoffman typifies the will to win his kind of 
war, and the U.S. is lucky to have him around. The country 
would be fortunate if more Americans really understood his 
vision of victory. 

A sign of the times is that President Truman is at last 
constrained to say that he, too, wants to win. For the very 
first time in his painful progression from a fixed belief in 
“no war’ to the reluctant recognition of “some war,” the 
President last week used the verb “to win” in connection 
with the contest for freedom. Referring to recommended 
measures of military, economic and political warfare, he 
said, “All these elements are essential to enable us to win 
the kind of struggle that the Kremlin has brought about.” 

In the same document—a letter explaining his latest de- 
fense budget—the President nevertheless held forth the 
same old balderdash of limited necessity and limited nation- 
al effort. So long as the President and those around him deal 
in such inadequacies, he cannot expect to have the belief 
and confidence of the country when he speaks of winning. 
For leadership, and for the expression of what is right and 
needful, the country must continue to look instead to the 
MacArthurs, to the Hoffmans, and to the brave men who 
are dying without reward in Korea.

ROBERT VOGELER COMES HOME 


After spending 17 months in a Communist prison in Hungary he is ransomed by the U.S. government 


On April 28 at 1:30 p.m. a U.S. legation Chevro- 
let pulled toastop in front of a villain the Amer- 
ican sector of Vienna, and a pale, stooped man 
literally leapt from the car. Thirty newsmen 
were waiting for him, but he ducked through 
them and into the embrace of an attractive 
blond woman, She said simply, “Bob.” One of 
the two young boys with her exclaimed, “Gosh, 
finally.” The man said nothing. 

Thus Robert Vogeler returned to his wife 
and sons after 17 months as a prisoner of the 
Reds, An International Telephone & Telegraph 
Corporation executive, Vogeler was arrested 


by Communist police in Hungary on Nov. 18, 
1949. He was accused of espionage and, despite 
USS. protests, disappeared into Budapest's An- 
drassy Ut 60 security police headquarters. Ex- 
cept for a brief courtroom appearance—when 
he made confession to spying and received a 
15-year sentence—no one but his Communist 
inquisitors saw Robert Vogeler again for near- 
ly a year and a half. 

In Vienna his Belgian-born wife, Lucille, be- 
sieged American authorities for help in free- 
ing her husband. Finally Washington made a 
deal. For Vogeler’s freedom the U.S. agreed to 


1) hand over undisclosed millions of dollars in 
Hungarian goods seized by the Nazis and in 
US. hands since 1945, 2) permit reopening of 
Hungarian consulates in Cleveland and New 
York, 3) lift the ban on American travel in Red 
Hungary. So two weeks ago Vogeler was hauled 
from his cell, warned that “upon what you say 
will depend the treatment we give other Amer- 
icans . ..”, then turned loose near the Austrian 
border, a free man but trembling and broken 
by the ordeal he had undergone.

MOODY CHANGES IS BY-LINE 


Veteran Washington correspondent hecomes senator, replacing Vandenberg 


Late last month, for the first time in U.S. history, a 
Washington correspondent was appointed U.S. sen- 
ator, and thus moved down from the Senate press 
gallery directly to the Senate floor. He was Arthur 


Edson Blair Moody, Washing- 
ton correspondent for the De- 
troit 's, who was named on 
April 23 by Michigan Governor 
G. Mennen Williams to fill the 
vacancy created by the death 
of Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg (Lire, April 30). Two days 
later, in neat blue suit and un- 
accustomed vest (above), Blair 
Moody was sworn in as senator 
while his mother, wife and two 
of his three sons looked on (a 
third, in University of Michi- 
gan Law School, could not be 
present). The ceremony was 
marked by loud applause from 
the press gallery for the first 
time since a senator once rose 
to remark that what the Sen- 
ate needed was more brains. 
‘Although youthful, energet- 
ic, 49-year-old Blair Moody

(also shown on Lire’s cover) becomes the youngest 
senator in point of service, he is older in Washington 
experience than many of his colleagues, since he has 
been covering the Hill since 1933. Being a Democrat 


appointee suits him well since 
hehas leaned toward Truman in 
his dispatches. But beinga thor- 
oughgoing internationalist he 
also reportedly helped Republi- 
can Vandenberg frame his his- 
toric 1945 Senate speech which 
made Vandenberg the father of 
USS. bipartisan foreign policy. 
Moody’s appointment raised 
the Democratic majority in the 
Senate to 50-46, entitling the 
Democrats to one more mem- 
bership on a major committee. 
This might prove to be the Ap- 
propriations Committee which 
could unseat Republican Joe 
McCarthy (Wis.). As he took 
office, Old Reporter Moody an- 
nounced that he would send re- 
ports and interpretations of the 
‘Washington news to any Mich- 
igan papers that wanted them.

Peary was able to make a successful assault on 
the Pole only because of his long arctic experi- 
ence. His ship, the 184-foot, 600-ton Roosevelt, 
had been specially constructed for polar expe- 
ditions. Peary took the Roosevelt as far north 
as she could go, to Cape Sheridan on Ellesmere 
Island, arriving as scheduled in September 1908 
before the long arctic night had set in. There, 
with his ship locked fast in the ice, Peary made 
his final preparations, readying his sledges and 
provisioning a jumping-off base at Cape Colum-

At the end of the fifth day’s march alone with their four Eskimos 
they knew they were in the region of the Pole, but it was the next after- 
noon before Peary was satisfied that they had found the spot. Henson 
remembers this, too. ‘Plant the Stars and Stripes over there, Matt,” 
Peary said to me. ‘At the North Pole.’ Peary shook hands with me. 
‘The Eskimos stood around, not understanding anything. They said 
there was nothing there, nothing. We posed for photographs, which 
Peary took. ‘Then he saluted the flag. And then, all worn out and hag- 
gard, he said, ‘Let’s go home, Matt. Let’s go home.’” 

Peary went home to the Cook controversy and eventual fame. Matt 
Henson went home to obscurity. Once the Pole had been reached, the 
two separated, Henson getting $25 a month for the last expedi 
had worked for nothing the first 21 years with Peary) and a $15 
that was given to the entire crew for a successful trip.

ISRAEL FACES 


THE FACTS 
OF LIFE 


Religious conflict, mass immigration, threat of war 


plague the struggling state on her third birthday

There is quict in the face of the old Talmudic 
scholar shown at the left, and in the faces of 
his pupils there is a sense of the receptivity to 
learning that has been the strength of the Jew- 
ish people through the ages. Through such old 
men and the youth they have trained comes a 
knowledge of man's fallibility and an apprecia- 
tion of virtues tested in the crucible of time. Yet 
from them, too, there comes opposition to new 
ways of doing things, and opposition to new 
ways of thinking in a world that applauds the 
men of action. That world is the world in which 
Israel lives today and in which, on May 10, it 
celebrated its third anniversary as a sovereign 
state, These are the facts of life and Israel, old 
as any, new as the newest, is now meeting them 
face to face. 

For the most part the men who have shaped 
Israeli policy have been European intellectuals 
and idealists, dedicated men who built out of 
barren hillsides and sun-smeared desert @ so- 
cialist society based on agriculture and main- 
tained largely by contributions from abroad. 
They protected it with an army of proud young 
pioneers and they embodied within it the most 
advanced of Western ideas. By their acts and 
by their own inclinations they forsook or neg- 
lected many of the forms of their ancient faith. 
Acconflict between old and new was inevitable. 

Until recent months this conflict has been 
contained by Socialist Premier David Ben- 
Gurion, a kindly, frizzy-haired modern-day 
David, who has run Israel through a coalition, 
including a bloe of orthodox religious parties. 
Today the balance has been upset because of 


Israel’s unrestricted immigration policy (pp. 
118, 119) that has doubled the country’s 655,- 
000 Jewish population in three years at the same 
time that it has vastly increased the potential 
strength of the old-line Religious Bloc 
of the newcomer ing to the faith 
of their fathers as they have practiced it in the 
backward areas of the world, have been shocked 
to find that in the camps where they have set- 
tled, the government allowed a choice between 
old-style rabbinical schooling and a modern 
secular education. 

Starting last summer, and led by Rabbi Ju- 
dah Maimon (below), the Religious Bloc suc- 
ceeded in getting more participation in Israel’s 
economic planning and stricter observance of 
the Sabbath by p1 ies of cabinet 
i Finally Ben-Gurion lost a vote of con- 


trol depends on the outcome of new national 
elections in July. His chief task may be to win 


over a growing political force, the General Zion- 
ist party, represented by Israel Rokach (be- 
low), which wants more free enterprise in the 
economy than Ben-Gurion does. Meanwhile, 
continuing as premier in an interim gove 
ment, Ben-Gurion arrived in the U.S. last week 
to launch a $500 million bond issue to support 
development of agriculture, industry and com- 
munications. For all Jews realize that Israel's 
economic problems are at least as pressing as the 
religious. Last week every problem took on new 
seriousness with a sharp flare-up of the contin- 
uing warfare with Arabs on the Syrian border.

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How We Stole 
the Stone 
of Scone 


Bumbling bobbies, a guileless watchman, 
sham lovemaking, kind gypsies and luck 


helped four Scots’ amateur conspiracy

The author of this article determined last December to bring back 
to Scotland the Stone of Scone, sometimes called the Stone of Des- 
it served as a coronation seat for Scottish kings, 
riotic Scotsmen have resented its removal in 1296 to West- 
nster Abbey, where it became part of the Coronation Chair of 
Britain’s kings (Lire, Jan. 8). Here is the story of how four patriots 
—the author, a girl named Kay and two students named Gavin and 
Alan—pulled the British lion’s tail to get redress for an old grudge. 


A/ tertible drive through ice and snow. We had evolved the fol- 
lowing plan.

In my pockets I had a file, a saw, a screwdriver, a wrench and a hooded 
flashlight. From a sling under my left armpit hung an 18-inch jimmy.

I walked into the north transept and saw a window cleaner’s trol- 
ley.

We turned into the lane and half- 
way up switched out the lights. At the top Gavin maneuvered it 
round skillfully in the restricted space. We left Kay sitting in the

Corner. The time was 4:15. We worked on the door with the jimmy.

The Stone should now theoretically have slid out, but it was a 
very close fit.

I caught it and pushed it into my coat 
pocket.

A few days later Ian Hamilton drove south again with Alan and 
two other friends to bring the Stone home. When they reached 
its hiding place they were dismayed to find that some gypsies 
had pitched an encampment embarrassingly close. 


We had come 450 miles, only to find that by a million-to-one 
chance the Stone had an accidental guard on it. Neil and I got out 
of the car and walked down toward the encampment. There were 
two fires, and at least two caravans. We approached the first cara- 
van. An ancient gypsy couple sprawled against the fence. 

“Can we have a heat at your fire?” Neil asked, and the woman 
welcomed us with a “sir” and a smile. 

We sat silent for a long time. Then Neil started to talk. He talked 
about the gypsies, and how they were harried by the authorities. 
Their ways and their customs were not ours, but our troubles were 
the same. Then Neil talked about liberty in the abstract, and how 
in the end of the day it was the only precious thing. “There is some- 
thing in the wood we want to get,” he ended. “It is illegal, but it 
is not wrong. We are doing right, but we will go to jail if we are 
caught. Do you mind if we get it out?” 

The gypsy answered, “You can’t get it just now. There’s a local 
man at the next fire, and you can’t trust him.” 

For a long time we stared into the glowing fire. In a little while 
another gypsy drifted in from the group beyond the other caravan. 
The two men talked in their own language, and then the newcomer 
went back to his fire. Shortly afterward still another man rose from 
the other fire and mounted a bike. Our host’s friend returned and 
told us it was safe. 

I vaulted the fence and stumbled across the slope. The Stone was 
exactly as we had left it. We got round it and manhandled it through 
the railings, and when they saw the weight we were carrying the 
two gypsies rushed to help us. In a moment we had it in the car. I 
fumbled in my pocket and produced £3 and offered it to our gypsy. 

“No!” he said. “No!” 

I do not know if they knew what they were helping us to carry. 
“By God!” said Neil as we left them. "The gypsies will have an hon- 
ored place in the New Scotland if I have anything to do with it!” 

At the first pub we came to, Neil and Alan nipped out. They came 
back after 10 minutes with their arms full of beer bottles. We want- 
ed the beer to impress any policeman who might stop us. The car 
would look like a rolling pub, and the driver, in sober and bitter 
terms, would condemn the drunkards he had been misguided enough 
to choose as his friends. The man sitting on the Stone, which was 
covered with a coat, would, of course, be too drunk to move. 


The 450-mile drive to Scotland was accomplished without inter- 
ference from the police. Once they were safely across the border 
they stopped to hold a ceremony. 


When we left Glasgow we had taken with us a gill of whisky which 
we had carefully preserved. Now we pulled back the coat from the 
Stone and each poured out a little of the wine of the country on to 
it, signifying its return to the Celtic people. Then we proposed and 
drank toasts: Neil, to the four who acted on Christmas Day; Alan 
to the Stone; myself to the New Scotland whose rebirth was sym- 
bolized by the return of the Stone.
